facte reason to doubt it. Another 
report, from Vichy, says that the 
French fleet at Alexandria 
has ‘‘ yielded to Anglo-American 
pressure’’—in other words, has 
joined the Allies and the French 
Administration in Algiers. This, 
too, is without corroboration ; buf, 
if true, it looks like a direct result 
of the agreement between the anti- 
Axis French forces—which, in its 
turn, is a direct consequence of

If taken alone, such facts, 
though quite sufficiently disturb- 
ing, may be ¢apable of expert 
explanation. The fact that no 
such explanation has been offered 
by the Minister for Finance, or 
by some other financial authority, 
seems to suggest that Ministers 
and legislators .either fail to 
realise their significance, or that 
prudence dictates a policy of 
silence on issues which so deeply 
affect the well-being of the citizen 
and the community. If and 
when some explanation is 
attempted, other apparently inex- 
plicable phenomena must be taken 
into account. For instance, one 
must take cognisance of the 
fact that. the circulation of paper 
money—the totals of Currency 
Commission and bank notes—has 
shown greater increases since 1939 
than have been shown in issues 
of British Treasury and bank 
notes. To appreciate the signi- 
ficance of that fact, taken in 
context with the cost of living, 
it is necessary to relate it to other 
figures and facts. Due to the 
extraordinary expansion of indus- 
trial activities, Great, Britain 
required a -corresponding expan- 
sion of money tokens. The results 
of such demands called for an 
addition of about 90 per cent. to 
the note circulation of 1939. 
Meanwhile the value of notes 
issued and current in the twenty- 
six counties has rather more than 
doubled, while the volumes of 
imports and exports, and the 
outputs of our manufacturing 
industries, have sharply decreased. 
Having regard to such decreases 
in the volume of business, a con- 
traction, rather than an expan- 
sion, of money in circulation 
might have been expected. Why, 
then, we ask, has money in cir- 
culation shown such an extra- 
ordinary increase? The answer— 
though, perhaps, not a complete 
answer—seems to be inescapable. It 
is that the increased prices of our 
sadly diminished supplies of 
necessities and luxuries has been 
far more than sufficient to balance 
the account. Hence, evidently, 
comes our comparatively ex- 
cessive costs of living and the 
soaring prices of commodities 
which fall into the broad category 
of luxuries. Such, so far as we 
are able to penetrate the present 
economic fog, are the principal 
causes that underlie and explain 
conditions in which money has 
become plentiful, in which costs 
of living continue to soar, and in 
which—with few exceptions— 
citizens are called on to forego 
many of the comforts and 
amenities of pre-war days. Is it 
too much to hope that “Ministers 
and other aspirants for ‘‘ political 
honours’’ will have something 
helpful to say about these grave 
realities ?

The best prophets are subject to 
discouragement: for myself, I can 
say that I can see no justification 
for my ‘“‘life”- if it be not such 
small services as [ may have suc- 
ceeded in rendering to poor suffer- 
ing humanity. Even at this moment, 
cs research organisation, financed 
wholly from my own pocket, is 
striving to devise the perfect alex- 
pharmic for this dread disease, 
something that will give at least 
rest, if not the glimpse of happi- 
ness, to. our tired human families 
of autochthonous chauvins, It is a 
task that must be pursued simul- 
taneously in the medical, social and 
zological spheres. It will be a 
costly and laborious task, requiring 
in its present stages skill, intelli- 
gence and fatiguing experiment, 
and, in the future, calling for the 
erection of many sanatoria through- 
out the werld, But it must go on, 
nor can any civilised government 
afford to neglect it. Only posterity 
wil! know the value of this super- 
human effort. But difficult as the 
task may seem, particularly in the 
regions of Mittel Europa, my own 
special interest and my particular 
assignment lies with the unfortunate 
brachychephalics of the westerly 
latitudes. My problem is how to 
help that person who, by birth or 
profession, is in the somewhat em- 
barrassing condition of being an 
Irishman—that ‘man’ whose mortal 
ailment. is not so much nationalism 
as nationality. Sometimes even I 
feel daunted, inadequate, afraid, in 
the presence of these  herculean 
cares. Sometimes I feel that I am 
not sufficiently detached from the 
material upon which it is my voca- 
tion to work inasmuch as I am 
almost unique in the spheres of 
either journalism or science by 
reason of my own nationality. (J 
am ‘‘ Irish,” you see.) 

The problems which confront me 
cannot be solved without the co- 
operation and good-will of my 
patients. Please, therefore—if you 
are Irish, write and tell me about 
it. Write frankly, secure in the 
knowledge that no eye other than 
my own will peruse your communi- 
cation. Explain what it feels like 
to be Irish, State at what age you first 
realised that you were an Irish person. 
When did you have your first fight? 
At what age did you make your 
first brilliant ‘Irish witticism? At 
what age did you become a 
drunkard? Please tell me all, 
because there can be no cure until 
the pathologic background has been 
explored. If you conceive yourself 
to be a cultural chauvin, please 
state whether your fixations are 
concerned with footballs, hoses, folk 
dances, political frontiers or merely 
languages. 

It. is in your own interest to tell 
all. Remember that I too was Irish. 
Today I am cured. I-am no longer 
Irish. I am merely a person. I 
cured myself after many years of 
suffering I am sure I can help 
you if only you will have faith in 
me and write to me in confidence.

Rickets Increase 
“Appalling 


HE investigation into the alarm- 
ia ing increase in the incidence 
of rickets, which has been 
undertaken by the Dietetic Council 
of Ireland,. is virtually completed. 
An Jrish Times reporter understands 
that tests have been made to ascer- 
tain whether the ‘‘ brown '” bread— 
made from 100 per cent. extraction 
flour and blamed by many author? 
ties for the prevalence of the disease 
—is responsible. 

Rickets, broadly speaking, are 
caused by the lack of calcium in 
blood. Calcium is contained in food, 
but if certain factors are lacking, 
or certain others are present, it does 
not pass from the intestines to the 
blood. The Council is trying to dis- 
cover just how far emergency condi- 
tions are affecting these factors. 
.In_ addition to ‘‘ emergency ”’ 
bread—which, they fear, may prevent 
the calcium from entering the blood 
—they are considering whether the 
lack of cod liver oil 1s in any wm 
responsible. Cod liver oil has a ty: 
vitamin D content, and vitamin 
drives the calcium into the blood. 
Good substitutes for cod liver oil are 
on the market, but at a price far 
beyond the range of the average 
working-class family. Distribution is 
bad, because chemists in poor dis- 
tricts will not buy what they cannot 
sell. Subsidisation—as is done in 
England—would solve this aspect of 
the problem. 


PREVENTABLE DISEASE 


The ‘‘appalling increase ” in the 
incidence of rickets was referred 
to by Dr. Ella Webb, Chairman of 
the Committee of Management of 
the Children’s Sunshine Home, 
Stillorgan, Co. Dublin, at the 
eighteenth annual general meeting 
held there on Saturday afternoon. 
Five or six years ago, she said, the 
cases being treated were mostly 
those of debility and early rickets. 
Now the Home had a long waiting 
list of children suffering from 
rickets, and they were finding it 
difficult to accommodate them for 
a sufficiently long time to effect a 
cure. 

Dr. Catherine O’Brien stressed 
the importance of an adequate aiet 
for the expectant and the nursing 
mother. There was no doubt that 
rickets was a ‘preventable disease. 
People nowadays were taking a much 
greater interest in food problems; 
she felt that that was something to 
be encouraged. The long mid-day 
interval to enable school children to 
et a hot meal was very important 
rom the health point of view. . 

Mr. D. J. O’Donovan, Co. Dublin 
Commissioner, said that never before 
was so much public interest shown 
in the revention and cure 
of saheausiati He had noticed 
a steady and growing atten- 
tion by the Press to this matter, in 
co-operation with individuals and 
ublic concerns interested in social 
improvements; that was very 
promising.

This is Louis H. Victory, poet and 
journalist, whose verses were 
popular throughout Ireland in the 
90s, when he _ contributed, 
after week, to the columns of the 
Weekly Irish Times. At that time

He was then a member of the 
Theosophical Society in Europe, 
whose members met and studied in 
the Theosophical Society’s rooms in 
Ely place. 

Mr. Louis H. Victory writes :— 

In 1897 I was married in Dublin 
to Miss Laura Douglas, one of the 
two talented sisters of Mrs. James 
Duncan (Ellen), the mother of Alan 
Duncan, the other sister being 
Lucy Douglas, a well-known 
violinist. 

Mrs. Victory died in York 3% 
years ago, and her only child, a 
son (cousin to Alan Duncan), was 
a victim of the last war at the age 
of 19 years. 


—- and a Fruitful Life 


Mr. Victory returned to Dublin 
shortly after the death of his wife, 
after an absence of 33 years, spent 
abroad, with the exception of four 
years, 1917-20, on the editorial staff 
of the Cork Examiner, At one time 
he was on the editorial staff of the 
Yorkshire Herald. 

In the course of his varied 
journalistic experiences he has had 
many hair-breadth escapes, and is 
now in his 73rd year. 

After managing and editing the 
Leinster’ Leader (Naas) for some 
vears, Mr. Victory went to 
Australasia in 1907, and for many 
vears held important journalistic 
positions in both New Zealand and 
Australia. 

He also spent a considerable time 
in the U.S.A., where three of his 
numerous volumes of poems were 
published by the Four Seas 
Company in Boston. Volumes of 
his poems have been also published 
in London, Dublin and Wellington 
(N.Z.), as well as } rose works. 

Mr. Victory was a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Literature, a 
F.R.Hist.S., a member of the Roya:
